Incident Summary: *** UPDATE: On January 25, 2023, at 6:40 PM, the suspect, ERIC LANNING, was
arrested when he surrendered at the Franklin County Juvenile Detention Center. ***

On January 14, 2023, at 9:19am, Patrol Officers responded to a shooting in the 3500 Block of S High St.
Upon arrival, they located the victim, Mr. Christopher Mateen M/B/43, lying in the parking lot
unresponsive. Officers rendered immediate aid, and the victim was transported to Grant Hospital in
critical condition. Despite receiving life saving medical aid, the victim succumbed to his injuries, and he
was pronounced deceased at 10:03am. Initial reports indicate that the victim was attempting to locate
his stolen vehicle when he was shot.
